Pres.  Cleary  advised  the  Council  that  they  will  be  receiving  an  invitation  from 
the  Israel  Government  on  a  trip  to  Israel  which  will  take  place  September  l6~2'?5  1978. 
The  group  will  consist  of  labor  delegates  from  this  area  plus  labor  attorneys,  1-;;ound 
accommodations  will  be  taken  care  of  by  the  Government.  Airfare  is  to  be  taken  o-ire 
of  by  the  individual  or  local.  The  cost  is  $621  round  trip.  There  will  be  a  c<  Jctail 
party  at  a  later  date  at  which  time  more  details  will  be  available. 

We  submitted  V.P.  Rodwell's  name  for  a  position  on  the  Industrial  Accident  Board. 
Executive  V.P.  Prendergast  was  on  the  Screening  Committee.  At  the  Gompers-Murr.-iy 
Dinner  Pres.  Cleary  received  word  that  the  Governor  was  going  to  announce  the  appoint- 
ment of  "Cleary' s  guy"  to  the  position  and  that  Cleary' s  guy  was  from  the  Western 
part  of  the  State.  The  Council  only  submitted  one  name  and  that  was  Bob  Rodwell's. 
V.P.  Rodwell  asked  Pres.  Cleary  to  set  up  a  meeting  between  the  Executive  Officers 
and  the  Governor  which  he  did.  They  met  with  the  Governor  and  told  him  what  we  heard. 
The  Governor  stated  that  he  was  not  thinking  of  appointing  a  Labor  man  that  week  and 
that  he  was  definitely  not  appointing  Bob  Rodwell.  Pres.  Cleary  told  him  in  no 
uncertain  terms  that  Bob  Rodwell  was  the  unanimous  choice  of  the  Mass.  State  Labor 
Council.  When  we  submitted  V.P.  Rodwell's  name  we  were  under  the  impression  that  the 
Governor  wanted  an  attorney  for  this  position  and  that  V.P.  Rodwell  was  an  ideal 
choice.  At  this  meeting  the  Governor  seemed  to  indicate  that  it  didn't  necessarily 
have  to  be  an  attorney  and  that  the  reason  he  wasn't  going  to  appoint  Bob  Rodwc;?J. 
was  that  he  didn't  feel  he  had  the  qualifications  he  was  looking  for.  All  of  the 
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Executive  Officers  spoke  to  the  Governor  about  this.  The  Governor  stated  the  reason 
he  was  holding  up  that  particular  appointment  is  "because  he  did  want  to  appoint  a 
Labor  person. 

V.P.  LaGrasta  stated  that  as  far  as  he  was  concerned  this  Council  went  on  record 
supporting  V.P.  Rodwell.  The  Brockton  Central  Labor  Council  also  supported  him. 
It  was  his  understanding  that  the  Governor  would  not  appoint  any  person  not 
qualified  as  a  practicing  attorney.  When  the  Governor  asked  Ed  Milano  for  names 
he  looked  around  for  people  that  were  qualified  and  submitted  the  name  of  Ralph 
Roberts. 

There  was  a  discussion  about  this  and  V.P.  Rodwell  thanked  the  Executive  0ffice.es  and 
members  of  the  Executive  Board  for  their  support.  Ee  stated  than  when  he  left  his 
interview  with  the  Governor  he  was  sure  he  had  the  jcb  but  he  then  received  a  letter 
from  Chairman  Martin  of  t3ie  Industrial  Accident  Board  stating  that  he  was  wel3 
qualified  but  they  had  picked  a  man  they  T^lt  was  more  qualified. 

V.P.  Litano  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  that  the  Executive  Officers  set  up 
a  meeting  with  Ed  Milano,  Ralph  Roberts  and  the  members  of  H&WIJ  on  this  Board  end 
request  that  Ralph  Roberts  withdraw  his  n?.me  and  put  lob  Rodwell 's  name  back  on  the 
list  and  the  Governor  be  reminded  daily  that  this  is  the  man  we  want.  The  motion  was 
discussed  and  a  motion  was  duly  made  &  seconded  to  shut  off  debate.  So  voted. 
V.P.  Litano' s  motion  was  then  so  voted. 

Pre s.  Cleary  reminded  the  Council  about  the  problems  we  had  with  Nat'l  Cope  lant  year 
wherein  we  did  not  receive  notification  of  the  Cope  meeting.  Pres.  Cleary  wrs  ¥uac. 
V.P.  at  that  time,  heard  about  the  meeting  and  attended  anyway.  At  the  next  Council 
meeting  a  motion  was  passed  that  unless  the  whole  Cope  Committee  was  invited  no  one 
would  attend.  Everyone  on  the  Cope  Committee  received  invitations  to  the  Cope 
Conference  held  in  April  of  this  year.  Many  were  in  attendance  from  the  Council. 

When  Sec.  Treas.  Loughlin  and  Pres.  Cleary  were  at  the  Convention  in  Florida  Al  Barkan 
asked  them  about  the  political  highlights  in  Massachusetts.  Cong.  Brooke,  Gov.  D.ikakiE 
and  Lt.  Gov.  O'Neill  were  mentioned.   One  of  the  complaints  Pres.  Cleary  hearo  cvrscl  . 
brought  to  the  attention  of  Mr.  Barkan  was  that  Nat'l  Cope  was  putting  money  into 
Kassachusetts  without  us  being  aware  until  after  the  fact.  He  spoke  to  Barken  about 
it  at  that  time  and  although  he  didn't  deriy  it  he  didn't  admit  it.  It  has  happened. 

At  the  Cope  meeting  in  April  Barkan  asked  at  that  time  if  there  would  be  any  embarrass- 
ment at  that  time  if  checks  were  presented  to  the  Governor  &  Lt.  Governor.  Ve  oaid  no. 
Ve  received  two  checks  from  Nat'l  Cope  -  $5,000  for  Gov.  Dukakis  &  $5,000  for  Lt,  Gov. 
O'Neill  and  gave  them  to  the  respective  Treasurers.  He  has  since  heard  stories  about 
us  giving  money  to  the  Governor  and  Lt.  Governor.  The  money  came  from  Nat'l  Cope  and 
not  from  us.  Pres.  Cleary  thinks  the  Speaker  of  the  House  might  have  had  something 
to  do  with  this.  When  Barkan  asked  about  our  endorsements  we  told  him  that  we  wouldn't 
know  until  our  Cope  Committee  met  at  our  next  Convention  which  is  scheduled  for  the 
week  before  the  elections.  This  is  the  complete  story  of  what  happened  at  the  Cope 
Conference  in  April. 

There  was  a  discussion  and  Sec. -Treas.  Loughlin  stated  that  he  didn't  want  anyone  to 
blame  Pres.  Cleary.  Al  Barkan  is  the  one  to  blame.  Ve  had  the  same  problem  with  him 
years  ago.  Neither  Sec  -Treas.  Loughlin  or  Bill  Cleary  signed  any  checks.  Thoy  came 
in  directly  from  Washington.  When  Pres.  Cleary  &  Sec. -Treas.  Loughlin  were  in  Florida 
they  were  asked  who  they  thought  had  a  chance  of  winning  in  Massachusetts.  They  gave 
him  our  opinion  which  was  that  Gov.  Dukakis,  Lt.  Gov.  O'Neill  &  Sen.  Brooke,  ect. 
could  be  elected. 
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At  the  last  meeting  the  question  of  whether  or  not  to  get  involved  in  endorsements 
before  the  primary  was  placed  in  the  hano^  of  the  Executive  Officers.  July  11th  is 
the  last  day  for  filing  nominations  and  the  Central  Labor  Councils  have  to  have  time 
to  hold  meetings  in  order  to  come  up  with  their  recommendations.  It  is,  therefore, 
the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Officers  that  a  Cope  meeting  be  held  the  first  of 
August  and  the  Cope  Committee  be  asked  to  endorse  pre-primary.  If  they  do  then  we 
can  go  into  endorsements. 

V.P.  Barron  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  to  by-pass  the  regular  Executive 
Council  meeting  and  that  a  Cope  meeting  be  called  for  on  July  20th  for  the  purpose 
of  deciding  whether  or  not  the  Cope  Committee  should  endorse  in  the  primary  ana,  if 
so,  to  make  such  endorsements  and  that  notice  be  sent  to  the  Central  Labor  Co-iji.oils. 
This  was  discussed  and  moticn  was  duly  made  &  seconded  to  shut  off  debate.  So  voted. 
V.P.  Barron's  motion  was  then  so  voted. 

Pres.  Cleary  talked  to  the  Council  about  Classification  and  100%  Valuation  which  will 
be  coming  up  on  the  November  ballot  (A  copy  of  a  Summary  is  enclosed) .  There  axe  pros 
and  cons  on  this.  Big  business  in  saying  Classification  will  wipe  them  out  but  100% 
Valuation  will  wipe  out  the  homeowners.  We  know  what  100%  will  do  to  big  cities.  It 
will  affect  us  in  a  similar  way  that  Proposition  13  is  affecting  California.  Pj.blic 
Employees  will  not  be  the  only  ones  hurting.  The  Building  Trades  would  also  be  hurt 
greatly.  There  will  be  no  public  money  to  be  spent.  100%  Valuation  will  cripple  the 
economy  of  Massachusetts.  If  100%  Valuation  goes  through  we  in  Labor  are  going  to  be 
devastated.  An  Ad  Hoc  Statewide  Coalition  has  been  set  up  and  on  it  are  some  people 
we  don't  always  agree  with  such  as  Pair  Share,  Mayors'  Association,  etc.  It  is  also 
made  up  of  people  from  Labor  such  as  Teachers,  Fire  Fighters,  etc.  Pres.  Cleary  hoped 
that  the  Council  would  come  out  for  Classification.  The  Coalition  has  come  out  with 
a  financial  proposal  for  minimum  initial  assessment.  They  don't  want  to  drive  business 
out  of  the  Commonwealth.  Pres.  Cleary  asked  who  in  the  Commonwealth  we  represented  - 
big  business  or  the  working  class?  The  Coalition  has  been  told  they  have  a  70-30 
uphill  battle.  Pres.  Cleary  asked  Mike  Mullane  to  speak  on  it. 

V.P.  Mullane  explained  the  problems  that  are  coming  out  because  of  Proposition  13 
and  also  explained  that  colle ctive- bargaining- wiee  we  would  be  dead  if  we  don't  get 
classification.  There  will  be  a  possibility  of  major  layoffs  if  the  City  goes  broke. 
Taxes  will  go  sky  high.  An  estimated  6  or  7  million  has  been  spent  by  big  business 
to  fight  classification.  One  of  the  problems  in  this  campaign  is  financing.  The 
Boston  Fire  Fighters  pledged  85,000  and  will  come  up  with  more  if  possible.  Teachers 
pledged  $10,000,  AFT  85,000,  Fair  Share  85,000  etc.  The  Coalition  is  looking  fcr 
financial  support  and  unions  to  get  involved  by  providing  mailing  lists  or  whatever. 

V.P.  Mullane  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  that  the  Council  take  a  position 
in  favor  of  Classification,  a  Constitutional  Amendment  on  the  referendum  ballot  in 
November.  So  voted. 

V.P.  Mullane  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  that  the  Mass.  State  Labor  Ccvncil 
make  a  donation  of  85,000  to  the  Classification  Coalition  Fund.  The  Council  discussed 
the  donation  and  it  was  decided  to  hear  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  General  Fund  & 
Cope  financial  reports.  The  financial  reports  were  read  and  motion  was  duly  made  & 
seconded  to  shut  off  debate.  So  voted.  V.P.  Mullane' s  motion  to,. -contribute  85,000 
was  then  so  voted. 

Motioa  was  duly  m/;de  &  seconded  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer' s  financial  reports. 
So  voted. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER' S  REPORT 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  stated  that  seeing  as  the  meeting  was  running  late  he  would  keep 

it  brief.  He  handed  out  a  list  of  Locals  that  were  late  with  their  per  capita  and 
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explained  if  they  were  not  brought  up  to  date  they  would  not  be  allowed  to  attend  the 
Convention.  He  asked  the  Vice  Presidents  to  look  at  the  list  and  do  whatever  they 
could  to  help  him  get  their  per  capita  up-to-date. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  Report.  So  voted.  - 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  accept  President's  Report.  So  voted.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Pres.  Cleary  attended  the  D©tnoca»,-tlc  Mi^.- -tc-rm  <Wrvfc-iition.  He  heard  rumors  that 

Pres.  Carter  was  getting  rid  of  two  people  in  the  Dopa-ctonmifc-  of  i-abo*  -  Brcrwi,  the 
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Secretary  of  Labor  and  Frank  Burkhart  (out  of  the  Bldg.  Trades)  Ass't  Secretary  of 
Labor.  Pres.  Cleary  called  Tom  Bonohue  wLo'  told  him  that  as  far  as  he  knew  this  was 
true.  Burkhart  stated  that  Jordan  told  him  the  President  said  he  was  too  labor 
orientated.  He  will  not  resign  -  they  will  have  to  fire  him.  For  all-  purposes  he 
is  fired  effective  January  1st.  President  Cleary  spoke  to  Tip  O'Neill  and  Ted  Kennedy 
Both  of  them  will  speak  to  the  President  but  he  doesn't  think  it  will  do  any  good. 

Pres.  Cleary  is  a  member  of  the  Coalition  on  Question  #1.  This  group  consists  of  the 
Mayor's  Assoc,  Fair  Share,  Catholic  Church,  Veterans,  Sr.  Citizens  and  others.  They 
are  continuing  to  meet  even  after  the  vote  &  have  come  up  with  a  proposal  for  budget 
,  tax  relief  which; is  actually  Fair  Share's.  There  are  a  number  of  Labor  people  that 
belong  to  this  Coalition  &  they  are  now  taking  about  whether  to  stay  in  or  get  out. 
On  the  face  of  it,  it  would  appear  that  we  should  get  out.  However,  in  order  for 
anything  to  come  out  of  the  Coalition  it  has  to  be  a  unanimous  Vote.  If  we  stay  in 
we  have  a  veto  power  -  if  we  get  out  &  this  coalition  stays  in  existence  Fair  Share 
will  then  come  out  with  a  Coalition  paper.  If  we  stay  in  &  have  veto  power  they  will 
have  to  come  out  with  a  Fair  Share  paper.  White  has  given  the  Coalition  3  month.?;  to 
come  up  with  a  proposal  or  he  will  withdraw  his  support  for  King.  It  is  Pres.  Cleary1  s 
feeling  that  we  should  stay  in  as  we  should  have  a  watch  dog.  He  asked  what  the  feeling 
of  the  Council  was.  If  it  is  their  wish  that  we  should  stay  in  he  asked  for  all  the 
help  he  could  get  from  them  in  attending  meetings.  The  meetings  are  every  Wednesday 
and  it  isn't  always  possible  for  him  to  attend  them. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  opposes  our  relationship  with  this  Coalition.  First  of  all  we 
passed  a  resolution  against  the  sales  tax.  He  believes  that  Labor  is  going  to  be 
used.  In  his  opinion  the  Council  is  a  leader  not  a  follower.  This  group  is  made  up 
of  people  who  do  not  think  our  way.  They  want  to  raise  taxes  on  alcohol  and  cigarettes 
as  well  as  other  things.  They  want  to  save  500  million  by  cutting  back  on  services. 
The  National's  position  is  that  we  fight  against  any  type  of  sales  tax  or  the  broadening 
of  a  sales  tax  &  there  is  a  section  in  this  proposal  that  seeks  to  broaden  the  sales 
tax. 

V.P.  Barron  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  that  we  continue  to  participate  in 
the  Coalition. 

Exec.  V.P.  Osborn  pointed  out  that  the  President  not  only  wants  Labor  involved  in  order 
to  know  what  is  going  on  but  he  wants  us  there  for  a  specific  purpose  -  to  veto  things. 

The  motion  was  so  voted  with  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  being  recorded  as  opposed. 

Pres.  Cleary  read  a  letter  from  Al  Dyson  saying  that  he  is  not  seeking  reappointment 
as  Assoc.  Commissioner  of  Labor  although  he  will  stay  on  as  long  as  there  is  i:c  one 
elae,  iv!r.  Dyson  told  Pres.  Cleary  that  there  is  an  exception  to  this.  If  Ms. 
Kiickerbocker  is  appointed  his  resignation  will  be  effective  immediately. 

Pres.  Cleary  hopes  that  the  Governor  will  ask  the  Council  for  recommendations.  What 
we  have  done  in  the  past  is  submit  $  names  for  any  openings.  What  he  would  nor  like 
to  do  is  submit  1  name  for  1  specific  job  on  the  Industrial  Accident  Board.  lie 
asked  the  Board  to  let  him  know  if  anyone  is  interested  in  any  positions.

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  advised  the  Board  that  we  filed  31  "bills  -  29  in  the  House  and  2 
in  the  Senate.  Most  of  them  were  signed  b;/-  Chairman  Demers,  Commerce  &  Labor,  Vice 
Chairman  Marie  Howe  &  Rep.  Melia.  Sen.  Wetmore  signed  the  Workmen's  Comp.  bill  to 
correct  administrative  defects.  Sen.  Buckley  signed  the  tax  credit  bill  which  Ken 
Kelley  of  the  Sr.  Citizens  Comm.  requested  that  we  file. 

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  met  with  Speaker  McGee  and  Senate  Pres.  Bulger  re  legislation  on 
plant  closings.  The  Senate  President  contacted  Boverini  and  he  signed  the  bill.  Some 
of  it  might  have  to  be  compromised  in  Committee.  This  bill  asks  for  1%%  of  a  company 
payroll  to  be  set  aside  to  take  care  of  people  hurt  by  plant  closings. 

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  was  inadvertently  assigned  to  a  transition  meeting.  He  was  asked 
to  set  up  k   or  5  meetings  throughout  the  State  with  10  or  12  Labor  Leaders. in  the  area.
